Among them 
were many Americans, 
since 
re­ 
leased. 
Pathetic 
scenes 
attended 
the 
sinking of the Mount Temple and 
the Georgic, both of which carried 
hundreds of horses, Captain Ander­ 
son said. 
“ The 
Mount 
Temple,” 
said the captain, “ had on board 730 
horses and a number of dogs. When 
she was sunk it was painful to see 
and hear many hundreds of horses 
and dogs struggling and swimming 
about, a confused 
mass 
in 
the 
foaming sea.

horses. 
The horses

J ins shooting continued for half an 
hour.” 
Describing the appearance of the 
German raider when she sunk the 
llallbjorg, Captain Anderson said: 
“ The rail of the Puym e suddenly 
dropped and the vessel winch we 
had taken for a harmless English 
merchantman revealed herself now 
as a modern German warship with 
everal guns pointed at us. 
W e 
aw several torpedo tubes. 
There 
were two six-inch guns, fore and 
Aft, and two of the same kind on a 
lower deck. 
La u t we found that 
the cover over the Puym e’s emer­ 
gency steering gear concealed an­ 
other big gun.” 
After Captain Anderson and the 
other prisoners of the sunken ves- 
ls had been placed on board the 
Yarrow dale, 
the

National Council 
of

announce­ 
ment handed out last night by the 
National Council. 
Rompers 
is 
chairman 
of 
the 
committee on labor 
of the advis­ 
ory commission, 
and 
his report 
urges employes and employers not 
to seize upon the nation’s presen* 
needs to change existing standards 
of employment. 
The far reaching 
effect of this attitude on the part 
of the two big elements of indus­ 
try, should it be carried out, is ob 
vious. 
The full text of the resolutions 
of Compels and his committee, as 
approved, reads: 
“The defense and safety of the 
nation must be the first considera­ 
tion of all patriotic citizens. 
To 
avoid confusion 
and 
to facilitate 
the preparation 
for 
national de­ 
fense and give a stable basis up­ 
on which the 
representatives of 
the government may operate dur­ 
ing the war, we recommend: 
“That tile 
Council 
of National 
Defense should issue a statement 
to tho employers and employes in 
our industrial plants and transpor­ 
tation 
systems, 
advising 
that 
neither 
employers 
nor employes 
shall endeavor to take advantage 
of

ing labor should be taken without
